Yetin regard your Excellency hath been pleaſed to Commurtfate unto us a Lerter and Declaration 
from the Kings Majeſty , full of gracious Expreſſions; we cannot but acknowledge that_the matter of 
# gives a great meaſure of quiet to our minds, and more then'ordinary ExpeQations of the injoy- 
ment of much Tranquility and Happineſs under his Majeſties Government. = 

The Free and General Indempnity offered by his Majeſty , with a Liberty for Tender Conſciences, 
Satisfation of Arrears, and his readineſs to conſent eo a Confirmation Se and other Grants and 
Purchaſes of Eſtates to all Perſons now in poſſeſſion of the fame, is that, of which, as we cannot doubt 
of the real performance , being left by his Majeſty to the Parliaments determination, fo we believe it is 
the moſt probable way to bring the Nations to their defired Settlement. 


And we hope to i 
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vince to his Majeſty , and all the world, that vie and all thoſe that have been 
ingaged in the Parliaments Cauſe, are his Majeſties beſt and moſt loyal Subjeas; And that your 
Excellency , and the Armies under your Command, have complyed with the Obligations, for which 
they-were firſt raiſed; for the preſervation of the true Proteſtant Religion , the Honour and Dignity of 
the King, the Priviledges of Parliament , the Liberty and Property of the Subje& , and the Funda- 
mental Laws of the Land.
